market owner and his wife. 


The state said Manson or- 


dered the killings in hopes of 
triggering a race war he felt 
was predicted in a Beatles song, 
and that after the war Manson 
expected to take control of the 
world.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


heads of two state agencies, 
both appointed by former Gov. 
Winthrop Rockefeller, sub- 
mitted their resignations Mon- 
day to Gov. Dale Bumpers. 


Len E. Blaylock, director of 


the state Welfare Department, 
said he was resigning to take a 
job with the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 
Ray G. Cooper, director of the 
state Parks, Recreation and 
Travel Commission, however, 
said that his resignation was 
requested by the Bumpers ad- 
ministration. 


Blaylock said that the resig- 


nation was his idea and that 
Bumpers had not asked for it. 
His resignation is effective in 
March. 


Blaylock said he had planned 


to leave the department for 
some time and he felt that "my 
continued presence here might 
have an adverse effect on his 
(Bumpers') legislative propos- 
als." 


Blaylock said that a partial 


reason for his resignation was 
that Sen. Guy H. "Mutt" Jones 
of Conway had said he planned 
to hold up the department's 
budget because Blaylock has 
referred to a bill by Sen. Vir- 
gil Fletcher of Benton as "ba- 
loney." The Fletcher bill would 
repeal the requirements for 
child-care facilities in the state 
to obtain a license through the 
Welfare Department. Blaylock 
supports the present licensing 
law.

Jennings was appoint- 
ed by Rockefeller as assistant 
welfare director at Bumpers' 
request Dec. 30.

RABAT,MKOROCCO(AP)-A 


crisis is developing for King 
Hassan II over the U.S. military 
bases in Morocco. 


In the three months since 


Washington publicly admitted 
the existence of the bases, the 
pro-Western king has faced in- 
creasingly strong demands from 
opposition groups to put an end 
to the American military pres- 
ence. 


Other Arab leaders, particu- 


larly those of Algeria, Libya 
and Egypt, are putting heavy 
pressure on the king to break 
what they regard as a tacit alli- 
ance with the United States. 


Hassan rules his semifeudal 


nation with a firm hand, but 
Western diplomats are wonder- 
ing how much longer he can 
ride out the growing storm. He 
is to visit Washington in March 
or April, and some diplomats 
expect him to ask President 
Nixon to scale down the Ameri- 
can military presence. 


As far as the Moroccan gov- 


ernment is concerned, the bases 
at Kenitra, Sidi Yahia and 
Bouknadel—all on the coastal 
plain 
north 
of 
Rabat—are 


"training facilities" of the Mor- 
occan armed forces. The fact 
that the American military ran 
them has been an open secret in 
Morocco for years, but public 
criticism was barred under the 
state of emergency Hassan im- 
posed in 1965. 


A U.S. congressional hearing 


was told October that 1,700 
American servicemen and mili- 
tary technicians operated

three bases despite

agreement

American military installations 
in Morocco were to close down. 


The disclosure in Washington 


coincided with the king's deci- 
sion to end the state of emer- 
gency and return to limited par- 
liamentary rule. The two lead-

Forces—UNFP—and the Istiqlal 
or Freedom party have formed 
a united front for the first time, 
and their main aim is to drive 
the Americans from the three 
bases. 


A tract widely circulated by 


students charged that hydrogen 
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bombs for the U.S. 6th Fleet are 
stored at Kenitra, exposing all 
Morocco to nuclear reprisals. 


American officials have de- 


nied repeatedly that any nu- 
clear weapons are kept at the 
three bases. But they are secre- 
tive about the purpose of the in- 
stallations.

straight victory, and 52nd in a 
row at home.

Doctor Has 
Proved He 
Is Winner

NEW YORK (AP) - Less 


than a year ago, Dr. Delano 
Meriwether read a book on 
track and after watching meets 
on television decided "I can 
beat those guys." 


What the good doctor was Im- 


plying was that he, a 27-year-old 
hematologist, without any train- 
ing or background in track, 
could go out and beat such 
Olympic standouts as Mel Pen- 
der and Charlie Greene and oth- 
er world-calibre sprinters. 


And the amazing Dr. Meri- 


wether did just that. 


After a few outdoor races he 


re-read the book titled Sports Il- 
lustrated Book of Track and 
Field: Running Events, written 
by Jim Dunaway, and with his 
wife, drove the 20 miles from 
his Baltimore home to the 
Washington CYO meet at the 
Cole Field House in Maryland 
for his indoor debut. 


A stranger to the indoor track 


scene he admitted, "I was wor- 
ried and felt sort of out of place 
but the carnival scene relaxed 
me and the crowd was warm." 
Outdoors he had run a best run 
of 9.4 seconds the 100 yards and 
21.1 for 220 yards. 


He reported for the CYO 60- 


yard dash heat and came in sec- 
ond but still none of the other 
runners knew who he was ex- 
cept some noticed his odd attire 
which included yellow swim 
trunks, a white hospital shirt 
and matching yellow and white 
striped suspenders. 


One of the competitors figured 


he was a freshman from a local 
school with his outfit. Meriweth- 
er says he wears the getup 
"purely for gimmickry. I figure 
I'm out there to entertain people 
and I decided this would be my 
official 
outfit 
and 
I won't 


change it." 


In the final, Meriwether, an 


admitted poor starter, was left 
at the blocks and already two 
steps behind in the1 60-yard 
dash. But once he started he 
went like a jet and wound up 
winning by a photo over Pender. 


"I was gone," Pender re- 


called. "But midway in the race 
he caught me and believe me he 
was flying. His start is awful 
but with a little coaching he 
could be outstanding." 


Two weeks ago Meriwether 


went to the Sunkist Games in 
Los Angeles and again, despite 
his poor start, finished a flying 
second to Madagascar's Jean- 
Louis Ravelomananeso, each 
caught in 6.1 for the 60. 


In his last race, a 50-yard 


sprint Saturday in Philadelphia, 
Meriwether finished fifth in a 
six-man field.

Dempsey, who kicks for the 


New Orleans Saints, was joined 
on the dias by Bobby Orr of the 
National Hockey League's Bos- 
ton Bruins, feted as Profession- 
al Athlete of 1970, and Notre 
Dame's Joe Theismann, saluted 
as the association's outstanding 
Amateur Athlete of last year. 


It was the hulking Dempsey, 


however, who stole the show. He 
recalled his first field goal try 
as a high school kid. 


"I just walked up and kicked 


it. It shocked me the way it 
took off. I thought, maybe I've 
got something here." 


He sure did. His determination 


to overcome the foot and hand 
birth defects was climaxed last 
season when in the final two 
seconds of the game against the 
Detroit Lions he booted a record 
03-yard field goal. It gave the 
Saints a 19-17 miracle victory 
over the Lions. 


Dempsey quoted the Lions' 


great tackle, Alex Karras, as 
saying, "When you kick from 
your 37-yard line you're sup- 
posed to kick it to the nearest 
goal not the furthest." 


Dempsey started kicking field 


goal with only a sock covered 
by tape. Later, he graduated to 
a shoe. Now he wears a special- 
ly made $200 shoe he helped 
design. The shoe was approved 
by NFL commissioner 
Pete 


Rozelle and survived a protest 
by the Dallas Cowboys' Tex 
Schramm last season. 


The 6-foot-l Dempsey remem- 


bered that his Little League 
baseball coach used to make a 
place on the team for the handi- 
capped kid. "Let him play, he 
tries hard, they said. Then my 
high school coach forced me to 
be a better athlete. You feel 
sorry for yourself, don't you, he 
goaded me.' He challenged me 
to make a place for myself on 
the team." Dempsey responded 
by making the all-conference 
high school team as a defensive 
tackle. Later, he tossed the shot 
50 feet. 


Dempsey has become an im- 


age to handicapped youngsters 
around the world. He's received 
4,500 letters since that fabulous 
kick against Detroit.

Not every court would be so 


tolerant of a pedestrian's day- 
dreaming. But it is true that the 
law does, by and large, look 
kindly on the pedestrian. It does 
not expect the same level of alert- 
ness from him as it demands from 
the motorist. 


Nor are motorists the only 


ones who must keep a lookout 
for the pedestrian's safety. For 
example: 


A baseball team was held li- 


able when a home run cleared a 
low fence and struck a passing 
pedestrian on the head. And the 
owner of a building was held 
liable when a loose brick fell 
out of the parapet and landed on 
a passerby. 


Still, even a pedestrian may 


sometimes be found guilty of 
negligence. A woman shopper, 
walking home, fell down hard 
when her heel caught in a large 
crack in the sidewalk. Claiming 
compensation from the city, she 
charged that* the sidewalk -had 
been left in an unsafe condition. 


But she also admitted that she 


had seen the crack in time to 
step over it. To the court, this 
meant that she had simply mis- 
judged the length of her step. 
Dismissing the case, the judge 
said she had no one to blame but 
herself.

Restrictions 
Hot Heeded

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


government 
advisory 
group 


says a new study shows no need 
for tightening radiation-protec- 
tion standards, despite conten- 
tions by some experts that 
stricter regulations are needed 
to prevent an increase in can- 
cer. 


However, the National Council 


on Radiation Protection 
and 


Measurements, in a report to- 
day, recommended reducing al- 
lowable exposure levels for 
pregnant women. 


The council said its 10-year 


study "has confirmed the validi- 
ty of most of the basic radiation 
protection 
criteria 
presently 


used by governmental agencies 
to regulate the exposure of the 
population 
and 
of radiation 


workers." 


The council's findings con- 


trast with recommendations of 
Dr. John F. Gofman and Dr. Ar- 
thur R. Tamplin who say that 
unless present standards are 
strengthened at least tenfold, 
the number of cancer cases in 
the United States could be in- 
creased by 16,000 a year. 


Gofman and Tamplin are em- 


ployed at the Lawrence Radia- 
tion Laboratory at the Universi- 
ty of California at Livermore. 
The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, which operates the lab, 
has challenged repeatedly the 
two scientists' views on the can- 
cer threat. 


Dr. Lauriston S. Taylor, presi- 


dent of the national council, said 
in a statement separate from 
the report: "Our review of the 
current knowledge of biological 
effects of radiation exposure 
provides no basis for any dras- 
tic reductions in the recom- 
mended exposure levels despite 
the current urgings of a few 
critics." 


He mentioned no names. 
The council's report on expo- 


sure standards was its first on 
the subject since 1954, and to- 
day's document reaffirmed the 
guidelines adopted at that time. 


The council's recommenda- 


tions are used by AEC, the Pub- 
lic Health Service and by other 
federal and private groups in 
formulating their own regula- 
tions for protection against ra- 
diation. 


The council recommended re- 


taining the yearly dose limit of 
.17 rem per person, averaged 
over the entire population. This 
would be the equivalent of ra- 
diation absorbed from two chest 
x-rays a year.

Careful of Salt Intake; 


Excess Causes Problems

Dear Dr. Lamb—I do not 


use much salt, only while 
cooking v e g e t a b l e s . The 
rest of my family adds more 
at the table. Would it be 
possible to for you to com- 
ment in your column on the 
effects of salt? 


Dear Reader—With salt, 


like other things, there is an 
optimal amount. Only under 
unusual circumstances is it 
necessary to add salt to the 
diet to p r e v e n t medical 
problems. 


The water in the body con- 


tains about the same amount 
of salt as sea water and it is 
essential to maintain about 
that much salt in the body. 
The food we eat contains a 
lot of sodium, which is the 
important element of salt. 
In fact, it is very hard to 
construct a good diet which 
is low in sodium or salt. 


Meat, milk and vegetables 


all contain some sodium and 
even city water often con- 
tains more sodium than is 
allowable if a person really 
needs to restrict sodium. 
The normal kidney is able 
to conserve sodium if the 
body needs it and filters out 
water with little salt in it. 


The most common reason 


for needing salt added to 
the diet is excessive sweat- 
ing, 
for e x a m p l e , 
from 


heavy manual labor or ex- 
ercise in the heat. Some- 
times salt pills are advis- 
able in these circumstances. 
Other than this, the big 
problem with salt is that 
people may use too much. 


In some people, excess 


salt c o n t r i b u t e s to high 
blood pressure. For awhile 
some investigators thought 
there was something magic 
to rice and rice diets be- 


came very popular in treat- 
ing high blood pressure. It 
was soon learned that the 
magic in rice was the ab- 
sence of s o d i u m . A salt- 
restricted diet is still a good 
treatment 
for high blood 


p r e s s u r e , particularly if 
there is associated accumu- 
lation of fluid. In fact, some 
of the medicines we give 
people for high blood pres- 
sure act in part by causing 
the kidney to eliminate ex- 
cess sodium. 


Some a u t h o r i t i e s have 


suggested that the excess 
use of salt, so characteristic 
of Americans, is related to 
developing fatty deposits in 
the arteries but this is only 
theoretical at the moment. 


Of c o u r s e , people with 


heart failure causing accum- 
ulation of fluid, liver disease 
or kidney disease must be 
particularly careful not to 
eat much salt. While medi- 
cine can help prevent the 
accumulation of suit 
and 


water, the role of salt re- 
striction is still important. 


Most healthy people can 


use a moderate amount of 
salt and have no ill effects 
from it. 


You are not missing any 


thing you need for health by 
not adding a lot of salt to 
your food and hopefully Un- 
rest of your family is not 
doing too much h a r m to 
themselves, but your prac- 
tice is more healthy.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Wom- 


en seeking equal job opportuni- 
ties with men have won a Su- 
preme Court victory—the right 
to be treated as individuals. 


Under Monday's unanimous 


opinion, an employer who has 
men with young children on the 
payroll cannot automatically re- 
fuse to hire women with pre- 
schoolers at home. 


From now on, the employer 


will have to show, case by case, 
why the mother's domestic situ- 
ation will keep her from doing 
an adequate job. If he can't, her 
application can't be rejected 
simply because she's a woman. 


The ruling came on the first 


test of the provision of the 1964 
Federal Civil Rights Act that 
guarantees women protection 
against job discrimination. 


Jack 
Greenberg, 
director 


counsel of the NAACP Legal De- 
fense and Educational Fund, 
said afterward his lawyers will 
move immediately to enforce 
the decision on behalf of Ida 
Phillips against Martin Marietta 
Corp. 


The Legal Defense Fund and 


the Justice Department had 
brought the case to the court in 
a bid to safeguard the job rights 
of the more than 4 million wom- 
en who are in the job market 
and have young children at 
home. 


Many of these women are 


black. About one-third are ei- 
ther the sole support of their 
households or have husbands 
with incomes below $5,000 a 
year. 
not appear to oe a complete vic- 
tory, as Justice Thurgood Mar- 
shall suggested in a concurring 
opinion. 


The reason for his reserva- 


tion: The court also indicated 
that a woman with children at 
home somehow may be less 
likely than a man with children 
to do the job well. 


Besides, the court said, under 


the 1964 law such a woman 
could be turned down. 


Marshall said he did not quar- 


rel with the right of employers 
to have all workers provide' for 
the care of their children so that 
their work is not affected. But 
such requirements, he said, 
must apply to men and women 
equally. 


Marshall said he was afraid 


"the court has fallen into the 
trap of assuming that the Act 
permits ancient canards about 
the proper role of women to be 
a basis for discrimination." 


In this respect, the fight for 


equal job rights for women is 
not over. 


The decision also did not set- 


tle the question whether the 
Martin Marietta Corp. violated 
the law when a receptionist at 
the Orlando, Fla., plant turned 


' away Mrs. Phillips, mother of 
seven young children. 


The record evidently was too 


skimpy to suit the justices. They 
sent the case back to Florida 
where additional evidence may 
be taken—or where the parties 
could get together on a settle- 
ment.

Few Willing 
to Testify 
in Bomb Probo

HAKRISBURG, Pa. (AP) - A 


federal grand jury sifting evi- 
dence in an alleged bomb-kid- 
nap plot reconvenes today, but 
whether it would find any wit- 
nesses willing to testify was un- 
certain. 


The jury is looking into as- 


pects of a case involving three 
Roman Catholic priests, a for- 
mer priest, a nun and a Pakista- 
ni graduate student indicted on 
charges of plotting to kidnap 
President Nixon's foreign af- 
fairs adviser, Henry Kissinger, 
and blow up the heating sys- 
tems in five federal buildings on 
Feb. 22. 


Five witnesses 
still under 


subpoena included Sister Jogues 
Egan, 52, New York City, who 
was granted immunity Monday 
by U.S. Dist. Court Judge R. 
Dixon Herman and directed to 
testify. Her attorney said she 
might still refuse. None of the 
others would say whether they 
planned to testify. 


Sister Jogues 
invoked the 


Fifth Amendment against self- 
incrimination Jan. 15. 


Jack Levine, attorney for Sis- 


ter Jogues contended that the 
grant of immunity might leave 
her in jeopardy because a grand 
jury might corroborate her tes- 
timony through another source 
and indict her. 


Herman did not rule on the 


constitutionality of the immuni- 
ty law but his order for the nun 
to testify had the effect of turn- 
ing back the attorney's plea. 
The judge also told Levine that 
if Sister Jogues was indicted, 
"that might be the time to test 
the law." 


Sister Jogues is one of seven 


listed as coconspirators, but not 
defendants, in the bomb-kidnap 
case. 


Indicted by the grand jury 


Jan. 12 were the Rev. Philip 
Berrigan, 47, now serving a sen- 
tence at Danbury, Conn., for de- 
stroying draft records; Eqbal 
Ahmad, 40, a Pakistani gradu- 
ate student; the Revs. Neil

Anthony 


Scoblick, 30, a former priest, 
all of Baltimore; and Sister 
Elizabeth McAlister, 31, South

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BUI to Pay 
Out of State 
Hospitals 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Senate received Mon- 
day 
a 
bill 
to 
appropriate 


$300,000 in each of the next two 
fiscal years to pay out-of-state 
hospitals for services rendered 
to indigent residents of Arkan- 
sas. 


The measure was one of 22 


bills introduced by the Joint 
Budget Committee. 


Among the committee's bills 


was one to provide salaries for 
a staff of eight for the gover- 
nor's mansion for the remain- 
der of the fiscal year. 


The committee also submitted 


a bill to appropriate public re- 
lations funds for six state con- 
stitutional offices and the speak- 
er of the House of Representa- 
tives. 


The appropriations for the 


constitutional offices would be 
$4,500 in each of the next two 
fiscal years, the same amount 
appropriated for the current 
fiscal year. 


The appropriation for 
the 


House speaker, however, would 
be increased from $2,400 each 
fiscal year to $3,600. 


Three bills would appropriate 


a total of $10,420,000 in each of 
the next two fiscal years for 
the state to use in a variety of 
federal-aid programs. 


Sen. 
W. K. Ingram of West 


Memphis introduced a bill to 
permit municipal court clerks 
to retire with a pension equal 
to one-half the salary at the 
time of retirement after 20 
years of service. 


Sen. Bob Douglas of Texar- 


kana introduced a 
measure 


that would entitle a defendant 
to attorney fees and court costs 
reimbursement if he was suc- 
cessful, in a lawsuit filed against 
him by plaintiffs represented by 
attorneys whose fees were paid 
by a tax-free, nonprofit founda- 
tion, corporation or association. 


Sen. 
John F. Gibson of Der- 


mott introduced a concurrent 
resolution that would ask the 
Commission on Coordination of 
Higher Educational Finance to 
determine whether any degree 
programs at state colleges and 
universities should be elimin- 
ated. 


Gibson also introduced a bill 


that would require debt service 
tax millage collected in any 
school district for a bond issue 
be used exclusively for that ser- 
vice. 


Sen. 
John F. Bearden Jr. of 


Leachville introduced a bill to 
require that a county or city 
governing body shall negotiate 
an agreement with any school 
district to compensate the dis- 
trict for tax money lost through 
development of an industry on 
property in the district under 
the provisions of Amendment 49 
to the state Constitution or Act 
9 of 1960. 


Sen. 
W. D. Moore Jr. of El 


Dorado introduced a bill to 
bring public school employes 
under workmen's compensation 
coverage. He said he would 
have another proposal to extend 
coverage to city and county em- 
ployes. 


Introduced in the House was 


a compromise bill establishing 
the formula by which state 
school aid would be distributed 
to the public schools for teach- 
er salaries and operations. 


Under the bill, the additional 


state funds for public schools 
would be distributed in such a 
way that no district would get 
more than 2% times per teach- 
er for salary increases than 
would be available to the school 
district receiving the lowest per 
teacher allotment. 


No district 
would 
receive 


more than three times the al- 
lotment per teacher for opera- 
tions of the district than the 
district 
receiving 
the 
least 


amount. 


Rep. 
Ode Maddox of Oden in- 


troduced the administration's 
bill to establish a presidential 
primary in Arkansas and pro- 
vide for the popular election of 
80 per cent of the state's dele- 
gates to national political con- 
ventions.

Bumpers Sees 
Federal AH 
for His Plan 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Gov. 


Dale Bumpers, expressing con- 
fidence that his proposal to re- 
organize 
state 
government 


would be approved by the leg- 
islature, said Monday that it 
was probable that federal funds 
would be available to help pay 
the cost of implementing the 
reorganization. 


Bumpers, 
speaking 
with 


newsmen 
at 
an impromptu 


news conference, however, did 
not make clear how much the 
reorganization would cost, how 
much money would be availa- 
ble from the federal govern- 
ment, or for exactly what the 
funds could be used. 


He did say that members of 


his staff had discussed the pos- 
sibility 
of obtaining federal 


funds with officials of the De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare, and that he had 
been assured funds would be 
made available after an appli- 
cation was made. 


The governor also disclosed 


that he hoped to appear before 
a joint session of the legislature 
next Tuesday, but he declined 
to say if he would propose any 
revenue-sharing measures then. 
He said last Thursday he want- 
ed to wait until after the legis- 
lature took action on his reor- 
ganization plan, which he esti- 
mated would be about 10 days. 


Bumpers also spoke about the 


resignations of Welfare Com- 
missioner Len Blaylock and 
Ray Cooper, executive director 
of the state Parks, Recreation 
and Travel Commission. 


The governor said he was 


sorry 
that Blaylock had re- 


signed and that he had no one 
in mind to succeed the welfare 
commissioner. He said 
that 


when Cooper had been asked to 
resign, it had been done with 
no one in mind to assume the 
position. 


Oil Tanker

Radio Contact 
SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 


tanker that spilled 840,000 gal- 
lons of oil into San Francisco 
Bay after a collision in dense 
fog was out of radio contact 
with the Coast Guard and the 
ship which hit her, witnesses at 
a hearing say.

lost on radar because of the 
proximity of the Golden Gate 
Bridge, the skipper of the other 
ship, the Arizona Standard, tes- 
tified Monday at a Coast Guard 
inquiry.

World's target 
CommunUatlons 
Safe/fife Up 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— The world's largest commu- 
nications satellite zipped around 
the earth on a great elliptical 
path today as a ground station 
prepared to send a signal to 
lock it in stationary orbit high 
above the Atlantic Ocean. 


The first in a series of Intelsat 


4 satellites was launched from 
Cape Kennedy by an Atlas-Cen- 
taur rocket Monday night and 
achieved a preliminary orbit 165 
to 22,700 miles high. 


About 9 a.m. EST Wednesday, 


a ground station at Andover, 
Maine, is to send a signal to fire 
a small onboard motor to kick 
the 3,094-pound payload into sta- 
tionary orbit 22,300 miles above 
the equator. 


At this outpost it will serve as 


a space relay point for tele- 
phone, television, radio and oth- 


er commercial communications 
signals to and from North and 
South America, Europe and Af- 
rica. 


This is the first of eight such 


satellites planned by the 77-na- 
tion International Telecommuni- 
cations 
Satellite 
Consortium. 


Two other launches in 1971 are 
to position payloads over the 
Pacific and Indian oceans to 
form a global network. 


Each satellite can 
handle 


9,000 simultaneous phone calls 
or 12 color television transmis- 
sions. This compares with 1,200 


Tuesday, January 2«, 
phone calls land fout TV trans- 
missions with the present Intel- 
sat 3 series, five of which are in 
operation. 


Another new feature of Intel- 


sat 4 is a set of steerable anten- 
nas which can direct spot 
beams at selected areas. For 
example, one spot beam could 
be aimed at the Eastern United 
States and the other focused on 
Western 
Europe, 
providing 


those high traffic areas with 
maximum capacity when neces- 
sary.
